If we do not, they denounce us as 
deceitful and desperately wicked. 
If we speak well of any act of the 
President folks say we dare not do 
otherwise. 
If we censure they call us a traitor. 
If we remain in our office and attend 
to business folks say we are too proud 
to mingle with our fellows. 
If we go out, they say we never at­ 
tend to business. 
If we do not pay ail bills promptly 
folks say we are not to be trusted.

A Word About Proof Beading. 


Eve^r column of a newspaper con­ 
tains from ten to twenty thousand dis­ 
tinct pieces of m etai, according to the 
size of the paper and type. The dis­ 
placement of a single one makes an 
error. Is it any wonder th at errors 
occur? In large offices professional 
proof readers are kept, whose practi­ 
cal eyes passing twice over every line 
of proof, detect most of the errors; a 
boy is also kept for the same purpose 
at the same time reading the copy 
aloud. Still mistakes are frequently oc­ 
curring, after coming from such bands 
and probably no newspaper or book 
was ever yet published without errors 
that might be detected by the merest 
novice. 
In book printing it is estimated 
that proof reading costs half as much 
as composition. 
In country offices 
the editor generally has to be nis own 
foreman, printer, book-keeper and al­ 
most everything else, and if the same 
care had to be exercised that is deem­ 
ed indispensable on the city sheets,the 
country newspapers could not be pub­ 
lished at all because of the expenses.

NEWS OF T H E MORNING. 


Troop* are hurrying to the scene of tho In­ 
dian difficulties In Nevada. 
The revolutionary movement in Sonora is 
assuming serious proportions. 
Colonel J. P. Jackson, who is to assume 
control of the Los Angeles and Independence 
railroad, will arrive in this city to-day. 
It is reported in New York that Seuor 
Floret, Minister to the United States from 
Ecuador, has gone hom e to claim the now 
vacant Presidency. 
The failure of a heavy lumber firm at Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin, Is reported. 
Our telegraphic columns contain some de­ 
tails of the riot at Clinton, Mississippi, on 
Saturday last. 
Fifteen thousand people were collected in 
and around Union H all last night to bear eu­ 
logies on the late Wm. C. Ralston. The res­ 
olutions passed by the unanimous vote of 
those present will be found In tho H e r a l d 
of this morning. 
The Bulletin and Call offices were strongly 
guarded last night In anticipation of an at­ 
tack by the excited people who bold those 
papers responsible for the death of Mr. Ral­ 
ston.

W i g q i n t o n o u g h t 
to (eel edified. The Express has com ­ 
menced slobbering over him. 


B id w e l l did not carry his own 
county and I r w in did, but I r w in 
carried nearly all the other counties 
also and therefore he ought not too 
crow over B id w e l l . 


T h e Post says it furnishes an ex­ 
ample of what real independent journ­ 
alism ought to be. The Post is inde­ 
pendent, so independent that neither 
party nor individual dare trust it. 


I t seems that the proposition for a 
Constitutional Convention has been 
lost—not by a direct vote against it 
but by failure to vote either way, 
which under the act of the Legisla­ 
ture counts apalost the Convention. 


No better evidence of the existence 
of a strong Republican element in this 
county, need be required than is found 
in the fact that despite the suppoft of 
the Express, the party elected one man 
on the ticket. 


I f the Democrats do not realize that 
they are responsible for the mistakes 
th at m ay occur in the State Govern­ 
m ent during the next four years, they 
are fearfully obtuse, for they are being 
apprised of the fact every day by every 
Republican or Independent journal in 
the State. 


Col. Crawford has received a dispatch from 
Col. Jackson stating that he will be in Los 
Angeles by to-morrow morning. He has prob­ 
ably come to consult with the editor of the 
H e r a l d a s to what he will do nezt.—Krpress. 
Colonel J a c k s o n has consulted with 
the editor of the H e r a l d ou several 
occasions ’ere this which proves that 
he is a sensible m an and likes to talk 
to a man of sense. 
W e predict that 
when he assumes control of the Los 
Angeles and Independence road no 
more of the company’s money will be 
sunk in the Express. 


F ro m the Alta we learn that a num­ 
ber of the Alden fruit dryers in the 
middle portion of the State have, ow­ 
ing to the scarcity of fruit, been com­ 
pelled to closedown. Mr. G e o r g e B. 
D a v is , proprietor of the Alden works 
in this city,informs us th at the supply 
of grapes and other fruit in this val­ 
ley is much less than that of last sea­ 
son. H e has 
everything ready to 
commence m anufacturing raisins the 
moment a stock of grapes is received. 
The indications are that California’s 
product of dried fruit will this season 
hardly reach two-thirds of that of last 
year. 


Leasing Lands. 


A combination of 
circumstances 
have operated against the introduc­ 
tion of the leasehold system on farm­ 
ing lauds in California. The land 
holders as a class have been so well 
satisfied w ith the rapid advancejin real 
estate that they have paid little at­ 
tention to the distant future. 
Desir­ 
able, well watered tracts have sold so 
rapidly to settlers at good prices that 
there has been no necessity for leas­ 
ing, aud less favored lands requiring 
considerable outlays of money to put 
them in tillable condition have lain 
idle. The great scarcity of leasehold 
lands is seriously felt where govern­ 
m ent lands are scarce, and has undobt- 
ediy somewhat retarded immigration 
to this section. 
As a rule the em igrant 
Is a man of small means. 
People who 
are comfortably situated 
generally 
remain at home. 
We are well aware 
th a t California can almost be said to 
afford an exception to this rule, aud 
that the attractions of her wonderful 
clim ate and rich soil have drawn a 
better class of people than are usually 
seen migrating. 
But that valuable 
and numerous class of small and poor 
farmers that so rapidly filled up the 
Western wilds is repelled by the com­ 
parative scarcity of low priced lands 
in this section. 
I t is beyond doubt 
that our land, high as it may appear 
to be, is, considering its marvelous 
fertility, really very cheap. Still the 
poor farmer wiio has a trifling sum in 
cash is unable to purchase. His capital 
m ay enable him to build a home aud 
provide the farming im plements and 


work stock, but land is beyond his 
means no m atter how great may be 
its productive power. H is large fam­ 
ily renders him in a measure incapa­ 
ble of hiring his labor by the month 
om place to place. There aro thou- 
snds of such men now in the States 
who are auxious to come here, and 
there are m any more in the old world 
who are ready to sail. 
California 
needs this class and should make a 
place for them. 
Their labor united 
with tha land of the capitalist would 
form aprofitable alliance. 
W hether 
the share system be adopted or the 
tenant pay his rent in labor bestowed 
upon plantations of either orchard or 
forest trees both parties would have 
a good bargain. 
I t seems to us th a t the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad m ight adopt a system of 
leasing its vast domain th at would 
prove very advantageous. The tenant 
would be a patron of the road, and the 
company would enjoy most of the ben­ 
efits of an early sale of their lands in 
the way of increased population and 
business, and at th e same time retain 
the appreciation in them which time 
must necessarily bring,besides getting 
a fair rental in the interim to defray 
the interest on th e ir bonds. This sys­ 
tem would not prejudice other land 
holders in the least for persons of 
means would always prefer to possess 
their own homes. 
We do not know 
that this policy has been pursued by 
any railroad corporation, but we can 
see no reason why it would not succeed 
in California. 
Lessees would be found 
in abundance if th e time were suffi­ 
ciently long, say ten to twenty-five 
years. Certainly none can be more 
directly interested in the rapid settle­ 
ment of the State and augmented pro­ 
ductions of the soil tban the owners of 
the railway stock, and If they do not 
adopt some such system as that which 
we have suggested it is either because 
the subject has not engaged their at­ 
tention or there are some obstacles be­ 
yond our vision. 


In Response. 


The Express charges the H e r a l d 
with a manifestation of malice toward 
Senator J o n e s and with secret oppo­ 
sition to the Los Angeles and Inde­ 
pendence 
railroad. W e 
are 
fully 
aware that in this community the as- 
servations of our somewhat erratic and 
certainly unreliable evening cotempo­ 
rary, carry neither weight nor convic­ 
tion and we have received frequent as­ 
surance th at m ore than paragraphic 
notice of its vagaries and hallucina­ 
tions, is loading a cannon to shoot a 
mouse. 
Still Its oft repeated assertion 
that theHERALD is antagonistic to 
Senator J o n e s and his railroad enter­ 
prise seems to require at this time 
some little attention at our hands. 
First then, let us state what every in­ 
telligent m an in Los Angeles well 
knows, th at the H e r a l d entertains 
only the kindliest feeling towards Sen­ 
ator J o n e s . 
W e are personally friend­ 
ly with him but we do not toady to 
him nor does he contribute to the sup­ 
port of this paper. 
He has not and he 
could not pay us to fill these columns 
with sycophantic laudations of him ­ 
self. The H e r a l d aspires higher than 
to be the fawning satellite of Senator 
J o n e s or of any man. Nor does it 
knowingly and intentionally misrep­ 
resent Senator J o n e s or any man. 
The H e r a l d has always advocated 
the building of the Los Angeles and 
Independence railroad. An exam ina­ 
tion of its files w ill show th at it urged 
the construction of this road nearly 
eighteen months ago. 
Now as to the 
specific charge th a t we have sought 
to create the impression that Senator 
J o n e s is bankrupt and compelled to 
transfer his road to other parties. 
W e made no such statement, but as 
the Senator’s little satellite seems de­ 
sirous of forcing the issue, we are not 
averse to dwelling on the finance side 
of the question a few moments. 
We 
presume no one in the employ of the 
company will m aintain that funds 
were over plenty six weeks ago. 
We 
happen to know that Senator J o n e s 
notified his head tnen here several 
days since to stop all work except 
suchas must absolutely bo done, to 
make no bills th a t could be avoided 
and to fix pay day as far ofF as possi­ 
ble. 
So 
much 
for finance. 
Now 
about 
the 
transfer of 
the 
road. 
A week has not passed since a gentle­ 
man in this city telegraphed to Sena­ 
tor J o n e s that the location of the de­ 
pot on San Pedro street was not satis­ 
factory and received for answer that 
Colonel J a c k s o n would be down in a 
few days and the matter should be 
laid before him. 
W hen 
the 
S en­ 
ator’s bellows across the way has 
blown away these facts, we will give 
It a few more rum ors each one of 
which will turn out to be true. 


Confidence Restored. 


I t m a y b e truthfully asserted that 
no country possesses the same amount 
of buoyancy as California. A few days 
ago all was chaos and confusion, the 
wildest rumors were eirculated with 
regard to the failure of the bank of 
California, and the temporary suspen­ 
sion of other banks, to a certain ex­ 
tent had a tendency to confirm them. 
The public were in ignorance of the 
wisdom which led to such a result, 
calm er minds foresaw the folly of giv­ 
ing way to demands, which were cre­ 
ated by a want of confidence, and if a 
temporary suspension of some of the 
leading banks had not been ordered, 
no one can predict the consequences 
which m ight have ensued, as it is,con­ 
fidence ¡9 restored, reason has produc­ 
ed a wholesome effect on the minds of 
the timid who were unable to pene­ 
trate the financial gloom, the danger 
is past and the hum of industry is un­ 


broken by a single exclamation of fear 
or doubt. No one doubts the sol­ 
vency of our local banks and all ap­ 
preciate the wise forethought dis­ 
played in the 
action 
of the two 
banks in 
preventing a panic from 
taking place, for speculations and theo­ 
ries are more rife at distance from a 
calam ity than 
near to It. 
Messrs 
D o w n e y and T e m p le deserve the 
thanks of the whole com m unity for 
their wise action. 
The interest and welfare of the whole 
com m unity is centred in the solvency 
of our banking institutions, and the 
responsibility of a crisis rests in a 
great measure w ith those who are en­ 
trusted with the public funds. 
The 
thanks of the entire com m unity we re­ 
peat are due to the wisdom and fore­ 
thought of our worthy bankers—who 
in m aking arrangem ents to meet ev­ 
ery case of urgent necessity, a t tho 
same tim e calmed the public mind by 
preventing a run on the banks which 
under any circumstance would have 
produced disastrous results. 
As it is, 
quiet and calmness reigns supreme, 
and business will be continued as 
smoothly as if no panic had occurcd.

They complain that the cattle 
trespass on their feeding grounds.

On the evening of the first, unauthor­ 
ized and illegal armed bodies over­ 
threw the civil authorities of Yazoo 
county, and took forcible possession of 
said county, from which the Sheriff, 
the peace officer of the county, was 
compelled to flee for safety, and is still 
a refugee. The Sheriff of this county 
reports that, since the 4th instant, he 
lias been unable, after every effort, to 
m aintain the peace and rights of the 
citizens. H e reports various murders 
by unauthorized and armed bodies who 
are scouring the "county. 
W arren 
county is also reported to be in a state 
of terrorism from demonstrations of 
still other unauthorized bodies, aud a 
feeling of insecurity prevails in other 
counties of the State, and after a care­ 
ful examination of all the reports, I 
find myself compelled to appeal to the 
General Government for means of giv­ 
ing that protection to which every 
American citizen is entitled. 
I do not 
now make a formal application, under 
the provisons of the Constitution of 
the United States*, but telegraph you 
to know if you will regard a proclama­ 
tion issued by you in December last, 
on the application of the Legislature 
of this State, as stilt in lorce. The ne­ 
cessity of immediate action cannot be 
overestimated, and if your proclama­ 
tion of December last is not in force, I 
will at once make a formal application, 
in accordance with the provisiou ot 
the Constitution of the United States.

Large Meeting In Union Hall— Res­ 
olutions and Speeches. 


PACIFIC COAST. 


Speeches at U nion H a ll Last N ight. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , Sept. 8.—In antic­ 
ipation of the effect of the meeting of 
the friends of Ralston the B vlletin 
aud Call offices were strongly guarded 
by a large force of policemen. 
Fifteen thousand people were in and 
about Union H all to-night to partici­ 
pate in tlie meeting to eulogize the 
late W m . C. Ralston, and to denounce 
the B ulletin and Call for their slander­ 
ous attacks upon him while living, 
and the infamous article 
published 
while 20,000 people were attending his 
funeral. 
Tho immense 
Hall was 
crowded long before eight o’clock and 
the street was packed for a whole 
block with people. 
Addresses were 
made from two or three platforms out­ 
side of the Hall. 
The iuside meeting was jam m ed, the 
seats having been removed to m ake 
room. 
The m eeting was organized 
with a President and ninety Vice 
Presidents, composed of leading capi­ 
talists and merchants, as well as law­ 
yers and clergymen. 
Among them 
were the newly elected mayor Bryant, 
Wm. T. Coleman, General John Hews- 
ton, Peter Donohue, Judges Dvvinelle 
and Heydenfeldt, Isaac Friedlander, 
Louis Sloss, Rev. A. L. Rtoneand Rev. 
John Hemphill. 
Prayer was offered 
by Rev. W. FI. Platt. 
Colonel Barnes delivered an elo­ 
quent eulogy', followed by Hon. Thos. 
Fitch, who denounced the B ulletin 
aud Call for their unrighteous, unjust 
and unm anly attacks on deceased; 
said his defumers are execrated n 9 
having disgraced the honorable call­ 
ing of journalists, and unworthy of 
recognition among men. 
Mr. Fitch 
carried the entire assemblage, from 
the touching eulogy to the bitter re­ 
proach and plain but terrible expres- 
sious in such a m anner as only Fitch 
can express himself. 
The m eeting 
passed off* without any disturbance, 
and the resolutions were adopted with 
a tremendous shout and showing of 
hands by the whole mass. The last 
resolution was passed at one of the 
platforms on the street.

S a n F r a n c is c o , September 8th.— 
The following resolutions were passed 
at the meeting held in Union H all 
this evening: 
W h e r e a s , The citizens of 
San 
Francisco have here assembled to de­ 
clare their solemn sense of the irrepar­ 
able loss the city has sustained in the 
untimely death of W m. C. Ralston, 
aud to express their heartfelt sym pa­ 
thy with those bound to him by ties 
of bloodand family connection in their 
affliction, and to record in unm istak­ 
able language their utter condemna­ 
tion and abhorrence of the savage bru­ 
tality and cruelty of certain of the 
daily newspapers of this city for the 
course they have unrelentingly and 
unjustifiedly pursued toward his nam e 
and m emory since his decease; there­ 
fore be it 
Resolved, That in reviewing the life 
oí W m . C. Ralston, deceased, we rec­ 
ognize ono of the first citizens of San 
Francisco, the m aster spirit of her in ­ 
dustrial enterprises, tho most bounte­ 
ous giver to her charities, the founder 
of her fiuancial credit, and the warm 
supporter of every public aud private 
effort to augm ent her prosperity and 
welfare; th a t to his sagacity’, activity 
and enterprise San Francisco owes 
much of her present material prosper­ 
ity, and in his death has sustained an 
irrrparable loss; th a t in his business 
conceptions he was a giant, in social 
life an unswerving friend, and in all 
the attributes of his character he was 
a m an worthy of love and trust.

D etalla o f tho K lot. 
M e m p h is , Tenn., Sept. 8.—The fol­ 
lowing are some of the additional facts 
concerning the riot, which occurred at 
Clinton, Miss., on Saturday. 
A large 
majority of the blacks were unarmed, 
having been cautioned against carry­ 
ing weapons to the meeting. The dif­ 
ficulty was wholly unsought by them, 
and they fought In self-defence. 
By 
live o’clock there was not a colored 
mail on tlie grounds. A t the same 
time a Vicksburg train brought armed 
men from Edwards and Bolton. 
On 
Saturday night five hundred armed 
men occupied Clinton and there was 
quiet. 
On Sunday morning, at day­ 
break, tlie Vicksburgers, two thousand 
of whom 
were 
here, 
commenced 
slaughtering the negroes. All the col­ 
ored m en they could find were slaugh­ 
tered iu cold blood. 
Armed bauds 
were organized, scouring the country, 
and the work of slaughter went on. 
It is estim ated that five hundred men 
wero thus killed in the County, on 
Sunday, while others had tied to the 
woods and swamps for protection. 
A reign of terror possessed the Coun­ 
ty, and colored men have been arriv­ 
ing for two days and reporting new 
outrages. 
The authorities are utterly 
powerless to 
stop 
the 
marauding 
bands. 
Gov. Ames issued an order 
commanding the rioters to disperse. 
The city is full of colored refugees, 
who dare uot return to their homes. 
They ask for nothing but bloodshed. 
Gov. Atue3 is doing all he can to pre­ 
vent further bloodshed. 
H ea v y F ailu re. 
E a u C l a i r e , Wis., Sept. 8tli.—The 
Union Lum ber Company of Chippewa 
Falls, among the very heaviest opera­ 
tors on Chippewa river, have been 
forced to ask their creditors for an ex ­ 
tension. 
It is understood th at they 
will issue $60,000 worth of first m ort­ 
gage bonds covering all of their es­ 
tate both real and personal.

W e learn from Mr. A rthur Kearney, 
editor of the Guardian, who is now in 
this city, th at Satterwhite is undoubt­ 
edly elected joint Senator from San 
Bernardino and San Diego counties. 
San Bernardino is to have gas. Mr. 
Nuttall, a gentleman favorably known 
in Los Angeles has procured the char­ 
ter and is now organizing a company 
to throw some light into the dark 
places of our wide-awake neighbor. 
It is a mistake th at the season will 
close at Santa Monica, on Saturday 
next. One or two establishments will 
cloRe out then, but a good hotel will 
be found at Old Santa Monica for six 
weeks or two months yet. 
There will be a special meeting of 
Los Angeles Lodge No. 42 F. & A. M. 
this evening at Masonic Hall at 7:30 
o’clock for work in the second degree. 
All master masons in good standing 
are cordially Invited. 
Telegraph communication with San­ 
ta Monica is now completed. 
The 
reservoir at the San Vicente Spring to 
supply Santa Monica with water is 
finished, and the piping is being haul­ 
ed to the ground. 
Our friends Coulter & H arper seem 
to consider blbles, prayer and hym n 
books as embraced in the category of 
hardware. They ought to advertise 
“ The Pentateuch done up in brass,” 
“ the sheet iron epistles of St. Paul,”

Grape culture is the back bone in­ 
dustry of Los Angeles county. Our 
soil and climate areso pecularly adapt­ 
ed to it and its profits are so stable 
that it must almost occupy the high­ 
est position. The vine requires no 
irrigation, we may say and 
nearly 
half the entire county is 
there­ 
fore susceptible of cultivation in vine­ 
yards. Everything that is calculated 
to advance so im portant an industry 
should therefore be done by those 
who have an interest in the welfare 
of this section. It would be good pol­ 
icy we think for those who are thor­ 
oughly acquainted with the subject to 
give to the public essays upon wine 
culture and the results of experiments. 
New comers should be kept informed 
as to the best varieties to plant and 
thoroughly posted in the 
mode of 
culture. 
'

Dropping in 
at the factory of Messrs. Page & Grav­ 
el, on Los Augeles street yesterday we 
were struck w ith the activity appar­ 
ent. No less than twenty-four hands 
were busy in all the departments of 
carriage and wagon making, from the 
fashioning of the rough material to 
giving the finishing touches of gilt 
and paint. A marvel of skill and 
beauty in the shape of a delivery wag­ 
on for Mr. L. Mesmer stood on the low­ 
er floor.
